Vehicle, Traffic 
Code Alterations 
By '37 Lawmakers 


Albany, X. Y., June 23 (Spe- 


cial)—Amendments to the Vehi- 
cle and Traffic Law during the 
past session of the Legislature and 
affecting Xew York state motor- 
ists were called to the attention of 
all drivers today by Motor Vehicle 
Commissioner, Charles A. Har- 
nett. In outlining these changes, 
Commissioner Harnett stated that 
since the Vehicle and Traffic Law 
books will not be available for 
some time, motorists should take 
note of the rulings that regulate 
their every day driving. 


Of the 29 amendments enacted, 


15 are in effect at the present 
time. Those scheduled to become 
effective on July 1 and thereafter 
are as follows: 


Chapter 93 effective July 1, 


1937, requires that before regis- 
tration may be issued for trailers, 
a. manufacturer's number or oth- 
er satisfactory identification must 
be displayed thereon. 


Chapter 113 effective July 1, 


1937, requires that the court or 
clerk of the court shall in addition 
to conviction reports, there shall 
be filed with the commissioner a 
report of forfeitures of bail for 
all motor vehicle violations except- 
ing parking ordinances. 


Rules On Brakes 


Chapter 460 effective July 1, 


1937, gives to the Commissioner 
of Motor Vehicles the power to 
make rules prescribing the stand- 
ards of brake efficiency except for 
motor vehicles the standards of 
brake efficiency of which are fixed 
by the Department of Public Serv- 
ice. 


Chapter 461 effective July 1, 


1937, 
provides that equipment on 


the vehicle of a non-resident will 
be honored in this state provid- 
ing it complies with the law of 
his state and that his state gives 
the same privileges to a resident 
of Xew York State. 


Chapter 583 effective July 1, 


1937, 
provides that no employe of 


the Bureau of Motor Vehicles who 
conducts hearing's shall 
be re- 


quired to appear in court as a 
witness in a cMl action, except 
pursuant to a subpoena signed by 
a judge of a court of record or a 
judge of the court in which the 
action is pending issued upon an 
application to such judge after at 
least one day's notice to the com- 
missioner or a deputy commission- 
er of motor vehicles. 


Regarding Credentials 


Chapter 567 effective 
July 1, 


1937, provides that where a per- 
son fails to surrender his license, 
certificate of registration or num- 
ber plates after 
the 
suspension 


thereof, the commissioner shall 
forthwith direct any peace officer 
or state policeman to secure pos- 
session of the 
credentials sus- 


pended and return them to

commissioner.

Hunt sleeping in the bed I had 
occupied the night before. I un- 
dressed in the dark and sat in a 
chair. He called to me and said: 
'Come on to bed.' 
I said I was 


very comfortable where I was. I 
finally got into the other twin 
bed and Mr. Hunt talked for two 
hours 
about 
Father 
Divine. 


Finally, he> came to my bed." 


Didn't Understand. 


She said that Hunt later sent a 


telegram to Father Divine in New 
York, reading: "Whom God hath 
joined together, let no man put 
asunder," and signed his name 
and hers. 
"I was lost; I 
didn't 
under- 


stand all 
those 
things," 
Miss 


Jewett 
testified. "Mrs. Peters 


said the spirit did not move her to 
explain them. 


She said that Hunt and Mrs. 


Peters sometimes talked a lan- 
guage she could not understand, 
"with vowels all run together." 
She said they often talked of the 
crucifixion, resurrection and birth 
of Jesus Christ, and that the con- 
versation upset her. 


Miss Jewett said that after the 


long automobile drive from Colo- 
rado to California she reached 
Hunt's house at 2 a. m., and slept 
until 11 a. m. When she awoke, 
she sajd, there was a mirror and 
a piece of candy on her pillow. 


"Mr. Hunt asked me if I saw 


the beautiful story in this, but I 
said I didn't know anything about 
it, and I don't know yet what he 
meant." 


Intimate Several Times 


She said she was intimate with 


the 
33-year-old 
Hunt 
several 


times at his home and at Southern 
California 
hotels, 
where 
they 


usually registered as "Jesus the 
Christ and Virgin Mary". 


Miss Jewett said that early this 


year she and Hunt in one auto- 
mobile and Smith and another 
man in another, started for New 
York. In West Virginia, she tes- 
tified, Hunt expressed the fear 
Federal agents were on his trail. 
She said he suggested that she 
marry Smith as a way out of their 
possible difficulties with the law. 


She said she first met Hunt at 


a mission meeting in Denver to 
which her parents, Mr. an3 Mrs. 
Xorman Jewett, took her. She 
said a young woman induced her 
to go on an automobile ride with 
Hunt and others and during the 
ride they began calling her "Mary 
Dove". Later, she said. Hunt sent 
a telegram to Father Divine say- 
ing he "had another bird".

It 
Is necessary and essential to the 
civilization of which we are a 
part; and what directly concerns 
everyone of us, It develops our 
Intellect and 
makes our scope 


broader and clearer.

thought of it In Just this way. 
Let's not treat It lightly and try 
to disregard it but keep mathe- 
matics on the same high plane it 
has been through the ages. 


We. the class of 1937, have ac- 


quired some of these benefits from 
a study of mathematics though un- 
willingly in many cases. We have 
something far more valuable than 
we may realize now or ever rea- 
lize. 
Yet we have It. Let's do 


our best to make good use of It. 
Let us always do our best In ev- 
erything. With this aim we start 
out in life.

That conception 
and that dedication were menaced 
in 1860 when relations between 
the North and the South reached 
the nadir of ^reconciliation. The 
war which followed tested 
the 


strength of the Union, tested 
whether "any nation so conceived 
and so dedicated, could long en- 
dure". 
The trial begun by the 


fathers of this nation, gathered 
In convention In Philadelphia, and 
ratified by successive generations 
of democratic Americans, Is still 
being proved. To the individual 
and political problems of our early 
national life have been

together in harmony. 


In the'domination of the Indi- 


vidual lies our greatest personal 
and economic 
danger. 
Labor 


leaders and Industrialist* strive to 
influence and direct the workers' 
activities into channels most bene- 
ficial to their respective inter- 
ests,. Strikes have raised the is- 
sue of property rights versus 
human rights. Industrialists by 
their attitude 
have 
precipitated 


the search for a solution to the 
age-old question of equal distri- 
bution of income. In these days 
of strife between capital, 
labor 


and government we must remem- 
ber that to submit to coercion or 
persuasion from any one of 
the 


three is to surrender our right of 
self-determinism. 
If we blindly 


accept dictation in our economic 
lives we may lose the economic 
independence which Is so 
essen- 


tial to civil and political liberty. 
Let us have the courage, whether 
we belong to the "haves" or the 
"have-nots" to determine whether 
the Inequalities of our respective 
positions lie in our economic sys- 
tem or in ourselves.

"doubt a little of our own infal- 
libility" and be not too hasty m 
reforming the republic which has 
enabled this people to become and 
remain thus far the greatest and 
freest people on earth. 


A very real danger to our de- 


mocracy lies in what may be 
called pseudo Liberalism. By that 
I mean that arbitrary 
authority 


which brands as illiberal all those 
who do not agree with their pre- 
conceived idea of social justice. 
No one set of ideas can be called 
liberal to the 
exclusion of all 


others; there can be no single 
liberal objective but only a liberal 
method of approach. It is those 
pseudo liberals who would seek 
the solution of our 
problems 


through 
arbitrary 
means 
that 


constitute 
the real 
threat 
to 


American democracy. 
It is they 


who would sacrifice our freedom 
of thought and independence of 
action for the doubtful blessings 
of a dictated security. 


As young people we must, of 


necessity, form our opinions un- 
der the guidance of older minds. 
But we can exercise 
our 
indi- 


vidual right to repel standardiza- 
tion of our thoughts and ideals. 
"Give pearls away and rubies, 
But keep your fancy free" 
from any man or woman who 
seeks to pipe you from Hamlin to 
the magic mountain. Beware of 
any solution that seems easy, for 
there is no easy solution. 
Only 


by courageously facing our prob- 
lems, fully aware of 
their for- 


midableness and fully cognizant 
that we the people, and not our 
government, can solve them, can 
we find a happier civilization. 


Class of 1937, let 
us assume 


our responsibilities, resolved 
to 


bring to every situation the great- 
est concentration of our intellect 
and the purest moral force of our 
souls in the battle for human 
freedom. 
We need courage 
to 


face such a demand upon our 
lives. One form of courage is be- 
ing adequately prepared to meet 
that demand through a continu- 
ous education. 
To improve 
our 


nation we must first practice con- 
trol of self and sacrifice time and 
thought to the common good. 
Above all we need faith In our-

had read scholarly American his- 
tory is qualified to use the term, 
un-American.

tion was that of identifying Amer- 
icanism with the point of view of 
one particular region. The third 
caution was that prevailing social 
customs should not be thought of 
as typical American customs. The 
fact that the American way of life 
has been lost because wme social 
customs have been changed does 
not Identify the changing customs 
with Americanism. 
Dr. Seelye's well organized talk

that to define ua-Amerieu. one 
shovld first define Americam. Ac- 
cording to the speaker, five points 
distinguish America; a remarka- 
ble formula for the aacoeUtlon of 
to-called sovereign statee into a 
functioning and federal unity, the 
attraction of other nations of 
races to become assimilated into 
aa English speaking 
body; 
the 


providing for schooling of mind 
and body at state expense running 
from the early years through col-

and knowledge all 


around the globe. 
Turning back to his original 


thought of what is un-American. 
Dr. Seelye defined It as being a 
violation of the facts that point 
to Americanism.

ity in dealing with other folk.

What is certain is that George I 


was the first king to be mentioned 
by name in the song, and that it be- 
came suddenly and widely popula 
after having been sung in the Drurs 
Lane theater in London in 1745, soon 
after the proclamation of the Pre- 
tender at Edinburgh. It \vas sung 
at Covent Garden and other thea- 
ters immediately after and soon ev- 
erybody was singing: "God bless 
our noble king; God save great 
George our king."

Cost Of Lights 


Chapter 91 effective March 19, 


1937, provides that the cost of

or by any person or groups of per- 
sons with the permission of the 
Traffic Commission shall not be 
paid from moneys appropriated 
for highway maintenance. ~* This 
amendment also

from such moneys and that these 
signs may not be removed except 
with the consent of the Traffic 
Commission. 


Chapter 200 effective April 15, 


1937 amends the section dealing 
with leaving the scene of an ac- 
cident without reporting to re- 
quire that a person involved in 
an accident resulting hi either 
personal injury or property dam- 
age shall report the matter to 
the nearest police station if no 
police officer is in the vicinity of 
the accident as soon as he is phys- 
ically able to do so. 


Financial Responsibility 


Chapter 463 .effective May 21, 


1937, amends the Financial Re- 
sponsibility Statute to provide 
that no suspension shall be made 
because of an unsatisfied judg- 
ment unless the amount of judg- 
ment is in excess of $100. 


Chapter 462 effective May 21, 


1937, provides that a. motorist 
who injures a horse, dog or ani- 
mal classified as cattle shall see 
that the animal has necessary 
attention and that a report is 
made to the owner or custodian 
of such animal or a police, peace 
or Judicial officer in the vicinity. 
A violation of this provision is 
made a traffic infraction. 
The 


purpose of this law is :o elimin- 
ate a license revocation in case 
of failure to report an injury to 
an animal. 
Under the old law, a 


person convicted of failing to re- 
port an injury to an animal had 
his license revoked. 


Chapter 464 effective May 21, 


1937, permits the commissioner 
to keep a record of licenses Is- 
sued in a file ot the license appli- 
cations with appropriate nota- 
tions thereon. 


Chapter 558 effective May 22, 


1937, provides that when a per- 
son is convicted of an offense 
which requires the mandatory rev- 
ocation of his driver's license, the 
magistrate, Justice or Judge before 
whom the conviction is had must 
require the convicted person to 
surrender his license even though 
he does not have the power to re- 
voke such license. 
Such license 


shall be transmitted forthwith to 
the commissioner who. If the 
license has not already been re- 
voked, must Issue an order of rev- 
ocation within a period of 10 daysH 
after the receipt of the license. 


PonnbsJon for Cities 


Chapter 501 effective May 23.

really deserves its name," he said.

In 
the Atlantic, contrarily, swift cur- 
rents extend to the very bottom. 


Pacific Closed From Arctic. 
"The reason for this Is that while 


the Pacific is shut off on the north 
by the Aleutian islands the Atlantic 
reaches subarctic latitudes. 


"At 78 degrees, north latitude, 


the surface waters cool, sink to the 
bottom and flow away to create 
deep currents."

Britain Guards Secret 


of New Gas Protector 


London, England.—The existence 


of a secret form of gas mask which 
will be distributed to troops and 
civilians in Great Britain on the day 
a war is declared was disclosed by 
Dr. H. Dolence Woodruffe, county 
director to Oxfordshire branch of 
the British Red Cross society, in an 
address at Oxford. 


Dr. Woodruffe made the revela- 


tion in replying to the Cambridge 
critics who have declared that gas- 
proof rooms and respirators sug- 
gested by the home office are use- 
less. 


"There have been reports of work 


done by what has been described as 
a group of Cambridge scientists," 
he said. "They have produced rath- 
er amazing statements that gas- 
proof rooms as suggested by the 
home office are totally inadequate, 
and that the official respirator is 
completely, useless against mustard 
gas. 


"The answer to the second criti- 


cism is that the respirator as it will 
be issued to civilians and troops is 
100 per cent protection against any 
gas that is known. The gas service 
container which will be iused in the 
event of war is only in the posses- 
sion 'of a very few people, and it 
will not be issued to troops and ci- 
vilians until the day war it de- 
clared."

Kashmir, Isolated, Has 


Real Mixture of People 


On the southern slopes of the Him- 


alayas lies the native Indian state of 
Kashmir. It occupies a number of 
successive steps or valleys, the larg- 
est and richest' of which is the fa- 
mous "Vale of Cashmir," approxi- 
mately eighty miles long and twen- 
ty-five miles wide. With an average 
elevation of 6,000 feet, it is surround- 
ed by lofty mountain ranges, and 
is separated from the plains of 
northern India by. rocky barriers 
fifty to seventy-five miles in width. 


Despite this isolated geographical 


location, its inhabitants, the Kash- 
miris, are a mixed people. They are 
typical representatives of the Indo- 
Afghan races of northwestern India 
and Afghanistan. Medium in stat- 
ure, though quite variable in height, 
they have rather long heads, with 
regular features and a tendency to 
prominence of the nose, which is 
usually straight or convex. Their 
skin color is light transparent 
brown; they have dark eyes and 
lack, wavy hair. 


The Kashmiri language is classed 


among the Indo-Aryan group, but 
shows an undercurrent of a more 
primitive dialect. In religion most 
of the Kashmiris are Mohamme- 
dans, but about one-quarter are 
Brahmans, and it is.a common sight 
to see a holy man sitting under a 
tree surrounded by his disciples, or 
sunk in deep meditation in the atti- 
tude of prayer.

Lyrebird Sings, Struts 


Like Vaudeville Actor 


The artistic range of the Austra- 


lian lyrebird (genus rrienura) is 
from classic grand opera to low 
comedy vaudeville. He can repro- 
duce the melodious notes of the 
most gifted feathered songster in a 
way that makes the imitated one 
highly envious, for the duplicate is 
often more beautiful in tone, vol- 
ume, flexibility, and flourishes than 
the original, writes Mason Warner 
in the Chicago Tribune. 


The lyrebird cannot be domesti- 


cated. He reams "the bush." wild 
anc free. He is shy and timid, and 
he lives his ovro life in the seclusion 
of the forest. Proud of his accom- 
plishments, he apparently welcomes 
the opportunity to shov.r oft before 
his admiring family or an enthralled 
and silent audience cl other birds. 
He is a true artist and often per- 
forms • in strict sclitude—running 
through his entire repertoire just for 
art's sake. 


He seems to have a sense c! prop- 


erty rights. He respects the terri- 
torial boundaries of his neighbors 
and defends his own. Ho is monog- 
amous and faithful to his mate, 
rearing his family, one baby bird a 
year, and keeping his offspring with 
the family until their fourth year, 
when they go en their own. So a 
lyrebird family usually consists of 
the parent birds and two or three 
young ones.

Defined by Authorities 


Language in its broaden: scr.se is 


any means of expressing thought, 
so that even the cries of the lov.-cr 
animals, in so far as they give ex- 
pression to their state of rr.ind. rr.ay 
be considered language, states a 
writer in the Detroit News. 


Animals are conceded to have a 


limited capacity to think and rea- 
son, and many of them have consid- 
erable intelligence and imagination, 
though it would be difficult to dem- 
onstrate that they can reason from 
cause to effect. The same is true cf 
infants who have not yet learned to 
talk. On the other hand, the groat 
importance of language to real 
thought is brought out by such writ- 
ers as Samuel Johnson: 


"Language is the dress of 


thought"; Carlyle, "Language is the 
fiesh - garment, the bod y, of 
thought"; Scott, "Just at the age 
'twist boy and youth, when thought 
is speech and speech is truth." Oth- 
ers may be quoted to Jllustrate the 
common saving that a thought msy 
be too deep to be put into language. 
C. P. Cranch, "Thought is deeper 
than all speech, feeling dseper than 
all thought," also Matthew Prior, 
"They always talk who never 
think," to indicate that language 
does not always denote thought.
